The Proclamation of Cyrus 
In the first year of Cyrus king of 
Persia, that the word of the Lorp 
by the mouth of Jeremiah might be 
fulfilled, the Lorn stirred up the spir- 
it of Cyrus king of Persia, so that he 
made a proclamation throughout all 
his kingdom and also put it in writing: 
2“Thus says Cyrus king of Persia: 
The Lorp, the God of heaven, has 
given me all the kingdoms of the 
earth, and he has charged me to build 
him a house at Jerusalem, which is in 
Judah. 3 Whoever is among you of all 
his people, may his God be with him, 
and let him go up to Jerusalem, which 
is in Judah, and rebuild the house of 
the Lorp, the God of Israel—he is the 
God who is in Jerusalem. 4 And let 
each survivor, in whatever place he 
sojourns, be assisted by the men of his 
place with silver and gold, with goods 
and with beasts, besides freewill of- 
ferings for the house of God that is in 
Jerusalem.” 

5 Then rose up the heads of the fa- 
thers’ houses of Judah and Benjamin, 
and the priests and the Levites, ev- 
eryone whose spirit God had stirred 
to go up to rebuild the house of the 
Lorp that is in Jerusalem. 6 And all 
who were about them aided them 
with vessels of silver, with gold, with 
goods, with beasts, and with costly 
wares, besides all that was freely of- 
fered. 7Cyrus the king also brought 
out the vessels of the house of the 
Lorp that Nebuchadnezzar had car- 
ried away from Jerusalem and placed 
in the house of his gods. 8 Cyrus king 
of Persia brought these out in the 
charge of Mithredath the treasurer, 
who counted them out to Shesh- 
bazzar the prince of Judah. ? And this 
was the number of them: 30 basins of 
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gold, 1,000 basins of silver, 29 censers, 
1030 bowls of gold, 410 bowls of silver, 
and 1,000 other vessels; !! all the ves- 
sels of gold and of silver were 5,400. 
All these did Sheshbazzar bring up, 
when the exiles were brought up from 
Babylonia to Jerusalem. 


The Exiles Return 
Now these were the people of the 
province who came up out of the 
captivity of those exiles whom Nebu- 
chadnezzar the king of Babylon had 
carried captive to Babylonia. They 
returned to Jerusalem and Judah, 
each to his own town. 2They came 
with Zerubbabel, Jeshua, Nehemiah, 
Seraiah, Reelaiah, Mordecai, Bilshan, 
Mispar, Bigvai, Rehum, and Baanah. 
The number of the men of the 
people of Israel: 3the sons of Parosh, 
2,172.

Pochereth-hazzebaim, and the sons 
of Ami. 

58 All the temple servants and the 
sons of Solomon’s servants were 392. 

59 The following were those who 
came up from Tel-melah, Tel-harsha, 
Cherub, Addan, and Immer, though 
they could not prove their fathers’ 
houses or their descent, whether they 
belonged to Israel: ® the sons of De- 
laiah, the sons of Tobiah, and the sons 
of Nekoda, 652. 6! Also, of the sons 
of the priests: the sons of Habaiah, 
the sons of Hakkoz, and the sons of 
Barzillai (who had taken a wife from 
the daughters of Barzillai the Gile- 
adite, and was called by their name). 
62 These sought their registration 
among those enrolled in the genealo- 
gies, but they were not found there, 
and so they were excluded from the 
priesthood as unclean. 6 The gover- 
nor told them that they were not to 
partake of the most holy food, until 
there should be a priest to consult 
Urim and Thummim. 

64 The whole assembly together 
was 42,360, © besides their male and 
female servants, of whom there were 
7,337, and they had 200 male and fe- 
male singers. Their horses were 736, 
their mules were 245, 6 their camels 
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were 435, and their donkeys were 
6,720. 

68 Some of the heads of families, 
when they came to the house of the 
Lorp that is in Jerusalem, made free- 
will offerings for the house of God, 
to erect it on its site. ©? According to 
their ability they gave to the treasury 
of the work 61,000 darics!’ of gold, 
5,000 minas? of silver, and 100 priests’ 
garments. 

70Now the priests, the Levites, some 
of the people, the singers, the gate- 
keepers, and the temple servants lived 
in their towns, and all the rest of Is- 
rael3 in their towns. 


Rebuilding the Altar 

When the seventh month came, 

and the children of Israel were 
in the towns, the people gathered as 
one man to Jerusalem. 2 Then arose 
Jeshua the son of Jozadak, with his fel- 
low priests, and Zerubbabel the son of 
Shealtiel with his kinsmen, and they 
built the altar of the God of Israel, to 
offer burnt offerings on it, as it is writ- 
ten in the Law of Moses the man of 
God. 3 They set the altar in its place, 
for fear was on them because of the 
peoples of the lands, and they offered 
burnt offerings on it to the Lorp, 
burnt offerings morning and evening. 
4And they kept the Feast of Booths, 
as it is written, and offered the daily 
burnt offerings by number according 
to the rule, as each day required, Sand 
after that the regular burnt offerings, 
the offerings at the new moon and at 
all the appointed feasts of the Lorp, 
and the offerings of everyone who 
made a freewill offering to the Lorp. 
6From the first day of the seventh 
month they began to offer burnt of- 
ferings to the Lorn. But the founda- 
tion of the temple of the Lorp was 
not yet laid. 7So they gave money to 
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the masons and the carpenters, and 
food, drink, and oil to the Sidonians 
and the Tyrians to bring cedar trees 
ffom Lebanon to the sea, to Joppa, 
according to the grant that they had 
from Cyrus king of Persia. 


Rebuilding the Temple 

8 Now in the second year after their 
coming to the house of God at Jeru- 
salem, in the second month, Zerub- 
babel the son of Shealtiel and Jeshua 
the son of Jozadak made a beginning, 
together with the rest of their kins- 
men, the priests and the Levites and 
all who had come to Jerusalem from 
the captivity. They appointed the 
Levites, from twenty years old and 
upward, to supervise the work of the 
house of the Lorp. 9 And Jeshua with 
his sons and his brothers, and Kad- 
miel and his sons, the sons of Judah, 
together supervised the workmen in 
the house of God, along with the sons 
of Henadad and the Levites, their sons 
and brothers. 

10 And when the builders laid the 
foundation of the temple of the Lorp, 
the priests in their vestments came 
forward with trumpets, and the Le- 
vites, the sons of Asaph, with cym- 
bals, to praise the Lorn, according to 
the directions of David king of Israel. 
11 And they sang responsively, prais- 
ing and giving thanks to the Lorp, 


“For he is good, 
for his steadfast love endures 
forever toward Israel.” 


And all the people shouted with a 
great shout when they praised the 
Lorp, because the foundation of the 
house of the Lorp was laid. !2 But 
many of the priests and Levites and 
heads of fathers’ houses, old men who 
had seen the first house, wept with a 
loud voice when they saw the founda- 
tion of this house being laid, though 
many shouted aloud for joy, !3so that 
the people could not distinguish the 
sound of the joyful shout from the

people shouted with a great shout, 
and the sound was heard far away. 


Adversaries Oppose 
the Rebuilding 

Now when the adversaries of 

Judah and Benjamin heard that 
the returned exiles were building a 
temple to the Lorp, the God of Israel, 
2 they approached Zerubbabel and 
the heads of fathers’ houses and said 
to them, “Let us build with you, for 
we worship your God as you do, and 
we have been sacrificing to him ever 
since the days of Esarhaddon king of 
Assyria who brought us here. 3 But 
Zerubbabel, Jeshua, and the rest of the 
heads of fathers’ houses in Israel said 
to them, “You have nothing to do with 
us in building a house to our God; but 
we alone will build to the Lorp, the 
God of Israel, as King Cyrus the king 
of Persia has commanded us.” 

4Then the people of the land dis- 
couraged the people of Judah and 
made them afraid to build 5 and 
bribed counselors against them to 
frustrate their purpose, all the days 
of Cyrus king of Persia, even until the 
reign of Darius king of Persia. 

6 And in the reign of Ahasuerus, in 
the beginning of his reign, they wrote 
an accusation against the inhabitants 
of Judah and Jerusalem. 


The Letter to King Artaxerxes 

7In the days of Artaxerxes, Bish- 
lam and Mithredath and Tabeel and 
the rest of their associates wrote to 
Artaxerxes king of Persia. The letter 
was written in Aramaic and trans- 
lated.’ 8 Rehum the commander and 
Shimshai the scribe wrote a letter 
against Jerusalem to Artaxerxes the 
king as follows: ?Rehum the com- 
mander, Shimshai the scribe, and the 
rest of their associates, the judges, the 
governors, the officials, the Persians, 
the men of Erech, the Babylonians, 
the men of Susa, that is, the Elamites,

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10and the rest of the nations whom 
the great and noble Osnappar de- 
ported and settled in the cities of 
Samaria and in the rest of the prov- 
ince Beyond the River. !! (This is a 
copy of the letter that they sent.) “To 
Artaxerxes the king: Your servants, 
the men of the province Beyond the 
River, send greeting. And now !2be it 
known to the king that the Jews who 
came up from you to us have gone to 
Jerusalem. They are rebuilding that 
rebellious and wicked city. They are 
finishing the walls and repairing the 
foundations. 3 Now be it known to 
the king that if this city is rebuilt and 
the walls finished, they will not pay 
tribute, custom, or toll, and the royal 
revenue will be impaired. !4Now be- 
cause we eat the salt of the palace and 
it is not fitting for us to witness the 
king’s dishonor, therefore we send and 
inform the king, !5in order that search 
may be made in the book of the re- 
cords of your fathers. You will find in 
the book of the records and learn that 
this city is a rebellious city, hurtful to 
kings and provinces, and that sedition 
was stirred up in it from of old. That 
was why this city was laid waste. 16 We 
make known to the king that if this 
city is rebuilt and its walls finished, 
you will then have no possession in 
the province Beyond the River.” 


The King Orders the Work to Cease 

” The king sent an answer: “To 
Rehum the commander and Shimshai 
the scribe and the rest of their asso- 
ciates who live in Samaria and in the 
rest of the province Beyond the River, 
greeting. And now !8the letter that 
you sent to us has been plainly read 
before me. !9 And I made a decree, 
and search has been made, and it has 
been found that this city from of old

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has risen against kings, and that re- 
bellion and sedition have been made 
in it. 20And mighty kings have been 
over Jerusalem, who ruled over the 
whole province Beyond the River, to 
whom tribute, custom, and toll were 
paid. 2! Therefore make a decree that 
these men be made to cease, and that 
this city be not rebuilt, until a decree 
is made by me. 22 And take care not 
to be slack in this matter. Why should 
damage grow to the hurt of the king?” 

23 Then, when the copy of King 
Artaxerxes’ letter was read before 
Rehum and Shimshai the scribe and 
their associates, they went in haste to 
the Jews at Jerusalem and by force and 
power made them cease. 24 Then the 
work on the house of God that is in 
Jerusalem stopped, and it ceased until 
the second year of the reign of Darius 
king of Persia. 


Rebuilding Begins Anew 
Now the prophets, Haggai and 
Zechariah the son of Iddo, proph- 
esied to the Jews who were in Judah 
and Jerusalem, in the name of the 
God of Israel who was over them. 
2Then Zerubbabel the son of Sheal- 
tiel and Jeshua the son of Jozadak 
arose and began to rebuild the house 
of God that is in Jerusalem, and the 
prophets of God were with them, sup- 
porting them. 
3At the same time Tattenai the 
governor of the province Beyond the 
River and Shethar-bozenai and their 
associates came to them and spoke 
to them thus: “Who gave you a de- 
cree to build this house and to finish 
this structure?” 4 They’ also asked 
them this: “What are the names of 
the men who are building this build- 
ing?” 5 But the eye of their God was 
on the elders of the Jews and they did 
not stop them until the report should 
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king: ‘the Cyrus them he-removed Babylon of to- icuwple: the them 


leaders.’ ! And this was their reply to 
us: ‘We are the servants of the God of 
heaven and earth, and we are rebuild- 
ing the house that was built many 
years ago, which a great king of Is- 
rael built and finished. !? But because 
our fathers had angered the God of 
heaven, he gave them into the hand 
of Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon, 
the Chaldean, who destroyed this 
house and carried away the people 
to Babylonia. !3 However, in the 
first year of Cyrus king of Babylon, 
Cyrus the king made a decree that 
this house of God should be rebuilt. 
14 And the gold and silver vessels of 
the house of God, which Nebuchad- 
nezzar had taken out of the temple 
that was in Jerusalem and brought 
into the temple of Babylon, these 
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Cyrus the king took out of the temple 
of Babylon, and they were delivered 
to one whose name was Sheshbazzar, 
whom he had made governor; !5and 
he said to him, “Take these vessels, go 
and put them in the temple that is in 
Jerusalem, and let the house of God be 
rebuilt on its site” !6Then this Shesh- 
bazzar came and laid the foundations 
of the house of God that is in Jeru- 
salem, and from that time until now 
it has been in building, and it is not 
yet finished’ 17 Therefore, if it seems 
good to the king, let search be made 
in the royal archives there in Babylon, 
to see whether a decree was issued by 
Cyrus the king for the rebuilding of 
this house of God in Jerusalem. And 
let the king send us his pleasure in this 
matter.” 


The Decree of Darius 
Then Darius the king made a 
decree, and search was made in 
Babylonia, in the house of the archives 
where the documents were stored. 
2 And in Ecbatana, the citadel that is 
in the province of Media, a scroll was 
found on which this was written: “A 
record. 3In the first year of Cyrus the 
king, Cyrus the king issued a decree: 
Concerning the house of God at Je- 
rusalem, let the house be rebuilt, the 
place where sacrifices were offered, 
and let its foundations be retained. 
Its height shall be sixty cubits’ and 
its breadth sixty cubits, 4 with three 
layers of great stones and one layer 
of timber. Let the cost be paid from 
the royal treasury. 5 And also let the 
gold and silver vessels of the house of 
God, which Nebuchadnezzar took out 
of the temple that is in Jerusalem and 
brought to Babylon, be restored and 
brought back to the temple that is in 
Jerusalem, each to its place. You shall 
put them in the house of God.” 
6“Now therefore, Tattenai, gover- 
nor of the province Beyond the River,

8 Then, according to the word 
sent by Darius the king, Tattenai, the 
governor of the province Beyond the 
River, Shethar-bozenai, and their as- 
sociates did with all diligence what 
Darius the king had ordered. '4 And 
the elders of the Jews built and pros- 
pered through the prophesying of 
Haggai the prophet and Zechariah the 
son of Iddo. They finished their build- 
ing by decree of the God of Israel and 
by decree of Cyrus and Darius and

Passover Celebrated 

'9On the fourteenth day of the 
first month, the returned exiles kept 
the Passover. 2° For the priests and the 
Levites had purified themselves to- 
gether; all of them wereclean. So they 
slaughtered the Passover lamb for all 
the returned exiles, for their fellow 
priests, and for themselves. 2! It was 
eaten by the people of Israel who had 
returned from exile, and also by every 
one who had joined them and sepa- 
rated himself from the uncleanness of 
the peoples of the land to worship the 
Lorp, the God of Israel. 22 And they 
kept the Feast of Unleavened Bread 
seven days with joy, for the Lorp had 
made them joyful and had turned the 
heart of the king of Assyria to them, 
so that he aided them in the work of 
the house of God, the God of Israel. 


Ezra Sent to Teach the People 

Now after this, in the reign of Ar- 

taxerxes king of Persia, Ezra the 
son of Seraiah, son of Azariah, son 
of Hilkiah, 2son of Shallum, son of 
Zadok, son of Ahitub, 3son of Ama- 
riah, son of Azariah, son of Meraioth, 
+son of Zerahiah, son of Uzzi, son of 
Bukki, 5son of Abishua, son of Phine- 
has, son of Eleazar, son of Aaron the 
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chief priest— 6 this Ezra went up from 
Babylonia. He was a scribe skilled in 
the Law of Moses that the Lorp, the 
God of Israel, had given, and the king 
granted him all that he asked, for the 
hand of the Lorp his God was on 
him. 

7 And there went up also to Jerusa- 
lem, in the seventhyear of Artaxerxes 
the king, some of the people of Israel, 
and some of the priests and Levites, 
the singers and gatekeepers, and the 
temple servants. § And Ezra! came to 
Jerusalem in the fifth month, which 
was in the seventh year of the king. 
9For on the first day of the first month 
he began to go up from Babylonia, 
and on the first day of the fifth month 
he came to Jerusalem, for the good 
hand of his God was on him. 1° For 
Ezra had set his heart to study the Law 
of the Lorp, and to do it and to teach 
his statutes and rules in Israel. 

11 This is a copy of the letter that 
King Artaxerxes gave to Ezra the 
priest, the scribe, a man learned in 
matters of the commandments of 
the Lorp and his statutes for Israel: 
12“Artaxerxes, king of kings, to Ezra 
the priest, the scribe of the Law of 
the God of heaven. Peace.? And now 
13] make a decree that anyone of the 
people of Israel or their priests or Le- 
vites in my kingdom, who freely offers 
to go to Jerusalem, may go with you. 
14For you are sent by the king and his 
seven counselors to make inquiries 
about Judah and Jerusalem accord- 
ing to the Law of your God, which 
is in your hand, 5 and also to carry 
the silver and gold that the king and 
his counselors have freely offered to 
the God of Israel, whose dwelling is 
in Jerusalem, !6with all the silver and 
gold that you shall find in the whole

lem. " With this money, then, you 
shall with all diligence buy bulls, 
rams, and lambs, with their grain 
offerings and their drink offerings, 
and you shall offer them on the altar 
of the house of your God that is in 
Jerusalem. !8 Whatever seems good 
to you and your brothers to do with 
the rest of the silver and gold, you 
may do, according to the will of your 
God. !° The vessels that have been 
given you for the service of the house 
of your God, you shall deliver before 
the God of Jerusalem. 20 And whatever 
else is required for the house of your 
God, which it falls to you to provide, 
you may provide it out of the king’s 
treasury. 

4 “And J, Artaxerxes the king, 
make a decree to all the treasurers 
in the province Beyond the River: 
Whatever Ezra the priest, the scribe 
of the Law of the God of heaven, re- 
quires of you, let it be done with all 
diligence, 22 up to 100 talents! of sil- 
ver, 100 cors? of wheat, 100 baths? of 
wine, 100 baths of oil, and salt without 
prescribing how much. 23 Whatever is 
decreed by the God of heaven, let it be 
done in full for the house of the God 
of heaven, lest his wrath be against the 
realm of the king and his sons. 24 We 
also notify you that it shall not be law- 
ful to impose tribute, custom, or toll 
on anyone of the priests, the Levites, 
the singers, the doorkeepers, the tem- 
ple servants, or other servants of this 
house of God. 

25“And you, Ezra, according to the 
wisdom of your God that is in your 
hand, appoint magistrates and judges 
who may judge all the people in the 
province Beyond the River, all such 
as know the laws of your God. And

As I reviewed the people 
and the priests, I found there none 
of the sons of Levi. !6 Then I sent for 
Eliezer, Ariel, Shemaiah, Elnathan, 
Jarib, Elnathan, Nathan, Zechariah, 
and Meshullam, leading men, and for 
Joiarib and Elnathan, who were men 
of insight, 17 and sent them to Iddo, 
the leading man at the place Casiphia, 
telling them what to say to Iddo and 
his brothers and! the temple servants 
at the place Casiphia, namely, to send 
us ministers for the house of our God. 
18 And by the good hand of our God 
on us, they brought us a man of dis- 
cretion, of the sons of Mahli the son of 
Levi, son of Israel, namely Sherebiah 
with his sons and kinsmen, 18; !9also 
Hashabiah, and with him Jeshaiah of 
the sons of Merari, with his kinsmen 
and their sons, 20; 2° besides 220 of the 
temple servants, whom David and his 
officials had set apart to attend the 
Levites. These were all mentioned by 
name.

the king, “The hand of our God is 
for good on all who seek him, and 
the power of his wrath is against all 
who forsake him.” 23So we fasted and 
implored our God for this, and he lis- 
tened to our entreaty. 


Priests to Guard Offerings 

24 Then I set apart twelve of the 
leading priests: Sherebiah, Hasha- 
biah, and ten of their kinsmen with 
them. 25 And I weighed out to them 
the silver and the gold and the ves- 
sels, the offering for the house of our 
God that the king and his counselors 
and his lords and all Israel there pres- 
ent had offered. 261 weighed out into 
their hand 650 talents! of silver, and 
silver vessels worth 200 talents,2 and 
100 talents of gold, 2720 bowls of gold 
worth 1,000 darics,3 and two vessels of 
fine bright bronze as precious as gold. 
28 And I said to them, “Youare holy to 
the Lorp, and the vessels are holy, and 
the silver and the gold are a freewill 
offering to the Lorp, the God of your 
fathers. 2? Guard them and keep them 
until you weigh them before the chief 
priests and the Levites and the heads 
of fathers’ houses in Israel at Jerusa- 
lem, within the chambers of the house 
of the Lorn.” 30So the priests and the 
Levites took over the weight of the 
silver and the gold and the vessels, to 
bring them to Jerusalem, to the house 
of our God. 

31 Then we departed from the river 
Ahava on the twelfth day of the first 
month, to go to Jerusalem. The hand 
of our God was on us, and he deliv- 
ered us from the hand of the enemy 
and from ambushes by the way. 32 We 
came to Jerusalem, and there we re- 
mained three days. 33On the fourth 
day, within the house of our God, the 
silver and the gold and the vessels were

35 At that time those who had come 
from captivity, the returned exiles, 
offered burnt offerings to the God 
of Israel, twelve bulls for all Israel, 
ninety-six rams, seventy-seven lambs, 
and as a sin offering twelve male goats. 
All this was a burnt offering to the 
Lorp. 36They also delivered the king’s 
commissions to the king’s satraps! 
and to the governors of the province 
Beyond the River, and they aided the 
people and the house of God. 


Ezra Prays About Intermarriage 
After these things had been done, 
the officials approached me and 

said, “The people of Israel and the 

priests and the Levites have not sepa- 
rated themselves from the peoples of 
the lands with their abominations, 
from the Canaanites, the Hittites, 
the Perizzites, the Jebusites, the Am- 
monites, the Moabites, the Egyptians, 
and the Amorites. 2 For they have 
taken some of their daughters to be 
wives for themselves and for their 
sons, so that the holy race? has mixed 
itself with the peoples of the lands. 

And in this faithlessness the hand of 

the officials and chief men has been 

foremost.” 3 As soon as I heard this, 

I tore my garment and my cloak and 

pulled hair from my head and beard 

and sat appalled. 4Then all who 
trembled at the words of the God of 

Israel, because of the faithlessness of 

the returned exiles, gathered around 

me while I sat appalled until the eve- 
ning sacrifice. 5 And at the evening 
sacrifice I rose from my fasting, with 
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my garment and my cloak torn, and 
fell upon my knees and spread out my 
hands to the Lorp my God, saying: 
“O my God, I am ashamed and 
blush to lift my face to you, my God, 
for our iniquities have risen higher 
than our heads, and our guilt has 
mounted up to the heavens. 7 From 
the days of our fathers to this day 
we have been in great guilt. And for 
our iniquities we, our kings, and our 
priests have been given into the hand 
of the kings of the lands, to the sword, 
to captivity, to plundering, and to ut- 
ter shame, as it is today. 8 But now for 
a brief moment favor has been shown 
by the Lorp our God, to leave us a 
remnant and to give us a secure hold’ 
within his holy place, that our God 
may brighten our eyes and grant us 
a little reviving in our slavery. 9 For 
we are slaves. Yet our God has not 
forsaken us in our slavery, but has ex- 
tended to us his steadfast love before 
the kings of Persia, to grant us some 
reviving to set up the house of our 
God, to repair its ruins, and to give 
us protection? in Judea and Jerusalem. 
10“And now, O our God, what shall 
we say after this? For we have for- 
saken your commandments, !! which 
you commanded by your servants the 
prophets, saying, ‘The land that you 
are entering, to take possession of it, 
is a land impure with the impurity of 
the peoples of the lands, with their 
abominations that have filled it from 
end to end with their uncleanness. 
!2 Therefore do not give your daugh- 
ters to their sons, neither take their 
daughters for your sons, and never 
seek their peace or prosperity, that 
you may be strong and eat the good 
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of the land and leave it for an inheri- 
tance to your children forever. 13 And 
afterall that has come upon us for our 
evil deeds and for our great guilt, see- 
ing that you, our God, have punished 
us less than our iniquities deserved 
and have given us such a remnant 
as this, 14 shall we break your com- 
mandments again and intermarry 
with the peoples who practice these 
abominations? Would you not be an- 
gry with us until you consumed us, so 
that there should be no remnant, nor 
any to escape? !5O Lorn, the God of 
Israel, you are just, for we are left a 
remnant that has escaped, as it is to- 
day. Behold, we are before you in our 
guilt, for none can stand before you 
because of this.” 


The People Confess Their Sin 
1 While Ezra prayed and made 
confession, weeping and cast- 
ing himself down before the house of 
God, a very great assembly of men, 
women, and children, gathered to 
him out of Israel, for the people wept 
bitterly. 2And Shecaniah the son of 
Jehiel, of the sons of Elam, addressed 
Ezra: “We have broken faith with 
our God and have married foreign 
women from the peoples of the land, 
but even now there is hope for Israel 
in spite of this. 3 Therefore let us make 
a covenant with our God to put away 
all these wives and their children, ac- 
cording to the counsel of my lord’ 
and of those who tremble at the com- 
mandment of our God, and let it be 
done according to the Law. 4 Arise, for 
it is your task, and we are with you; 
be strong and do it.” 5 Then Ezra arose 
and made the leading priests and 
Levites and all Israel take an oath that 
they would do as had been said. So 
they took the oath. 
6Then Ezra withdrew from be- 
fore the house of God and went to 
the chamber of Jehohanan the son of 
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Eliashib, where he spent the night,’ 
neither eating bread nor drinking 
water, for he was mourning over the 
faithlessness of the exiles. 7 And a 
proclamation was made throughout 
Judah and Jerusalem to all the re- 
turned exiles that they should assem- 
ble at Jerusalem, 8and that if anyone 
did not come within three days, by 
order of the officials and the elders all 
his property should be forfeited, and 
he himself banned from the congrega- 
tion of the exiles. 

9Then all the men of Judah and 
Benjamin assembled at Jerusalem 
within the three days. It was the ninth 
month, on the twentieth day of the 
month. And all the people sat in the 
open square before the house of God, 
trembling because of this matter and 
because of the heavy rain. !° And Ezra 
the priest stood up and said to them, 
“You have broken faith and married 
foreign women, and so increased the 
guilt of Israel. !! Now then make con- 
fession to the Lorp, the God of your 
fathers and do his will. Separate your- 
selves from the peoples of the land 
and from the foreign wives.” !2 Then 
all the assembly answered with a loud 
voice, “It is so; we must do as you have 
said. 3 But the people are many, and 
it is a time of heavy rain; we cannot 
stand in the open. Nor is this a task for 
one day or for two, for we have greatly 
transgressed in this matter. 4 Let our 
officials stand for the whole assembly. 
Let all in our cities who have taken 
foreign wives come at appointed 
times, and with them the elders and 
judges of every city, until the fierce 
wrath of our God over this matter is 
turned away from us.” 5 Only Jona- 
than the son of Asahel and Jahzeiah 
the son of Tikvah opposed this, and 
Meshullam and Shabbethai the Levite 
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supported them. 

16 Then the returned exiles did so. 
Ezra the priest selected men,’ heads of 
fathers’ houses, according to their fa- 
thers’ houses, each of them designated 
by name. On the first day of the tenth 
month they sat down to examine the 
matter; !7and by the first day of the 
first month they had come to the end 
of all the men who had married for- 
eign women. 


Those Guilty of intermarriage 

18 Now there were found some of 
the sons of the priests who had mar- 
ried foreign women: Maaseiah, Eliezer, 
Jarib, and Gedaliah, some of the sons 
of Jeshua the son of Jozadak and his 
brothers. !? They pledged themselves 
to put away their wives, and their guilt 
offering was a ram of the flock for 
their guilt.2 20 Of the sons of Immer:

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Report from Jerusalem 
The words of Nehemiah the son 
of Hacaliah. 

Now it happened in the month of 
Chisley, in the twentieth year, as I was 
in Susa the citadel, ?that Hanani, one 
of my brothers, came with certain 
men from Judah. And I asked them 
concerning the Jews who escaped, 
who had survived the exile, and con- 
cerning Jerusalem. 3 And they said to 
me, “The remnant there in the prov- 
ince who had survived the exile is in 
great trouble and shame. The wall of 
Jerusalem is broken down, and its 
gates are destroyed by fire.” 


Nehemiah’s Prayer 

4As soon as I heard these words 
I sat down and wept and mourned 
for days, and I continued fasting and 
praying before the God of heaven. 
5 And I said, “O Lorp God of heaven, 
the great and awesome God who 
keeps covenant and steadfast love 
with those who love him and keep his 
commandments, 6let your ear be at- 
tentive and your eyes open, to hear the 
prayer of your servant that I now pray 
before you day and night for the peo- 
ple of Israel your servants, confessing 
the sins of the people of Israel, which 
we have sinned against you. Even I 
and my father’s house have sinned. 
7We have acted very corruptly against 
you and have not kept the command- 
ments, the statutes, and the rules that 
you commanded your servant Moses. 
8 Remember the word that you com- 
manded your servant Moses, saying, 
‘If you are unfaithful, I will scatter you 
among the peoples, 9 but if you return 
to me and keep my commandments 
and do them, though your outcasts 
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Now I was cupbearer to the king. 


Nehemiah Sent to Judah 

In the month of Nisan, in the 

twentieth year of King Arta- 
xerxes, when wine was before him, 
I took up the wine and gave it to the 
king. Now I had not been sad in his 
presence. 2 And the king said to me, 
“Why is your face sad, seeing you are 
not sick? This is nothing but sadness 
of the heart” Then I was very much 
afraid. 31 said to the king, “Let the 
kinglive forever! Why should not my 
face be sad, when the city, the place of 
my fathers’ graves, lies in ruins, and 
its gates have been destroyed by fire?” 
4Then the king said to me, “Whatare 
you requesting?” So I prayed to the 
God of heaven. 5 And I said to the 
king, “Ifit pleases the king, and if your 
servant has found favor in your sight, 
that you send me to Judah, to the city 
of my fathers’ graves, that I may re- 
build it” 6 And the king said to me 
(the queen sitting beside him), “How 
long will you be gone, and when will 
you return?” So it pleased the king to 
send me when I had given hima time. 
7 And I said to the king, “If it pleases 
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the king, let letters be given me to the 
governors of the province Beyond 
the River, that they may let me pass 
through until I come to Judah, 8and 
a letter to Asaph, the keeper of the 
king’s forest, that he may give me 
timber to make beams for the gates of 
the fortress of the temple, and for the 
wall of the city, and for the house that 
I shall occupy.” And the king granted 
me what I asked, for the good hand of 
my God was upon me. 


Nehemiah Inspects 
Jerusalem's Walls 

°Then I came to the governors of 
the province Beyond the River and 
gave them the king’s letters. Now 
the king had sent with me officers of 
the army and horsemen. But when 
Sanballat the Horonite and Tobiah 
the Ammonite servant heard this, it 
displeased them greatly that someone 
had come to seek the welfare of the 
people of Israel. 

So I went to Jerusalem and was 
there three days. !2 Then J arose in the 
night, IJ and afewmen with me. And I 
told no one what my God had put into 
my heart to do for Jerusalem. There 
was no animal with me but the one on 
which I rode. 31 went out by night by 
the Valley Gate to the Dragon Spring 
and to the Dung Gate, and I inspected 
the walls of Jerusalem that were bro- 
ken down and its gates that had been 
destroyed by fire. !4Then I went on to 
the Fountain Gate and to the King’s 
Pool, but there was no room for the 
animal that was under me to pass. 
15 Then I went up in the night by the 
valley and inspected the wall, and I 
turned back and entered by the Valley 
Gate, and so returned. !6 And the of- 
ficials did not know where I had gone 
or what I was doing, and I had not yet 
told the Jews, the priests, the nobles, 
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the officials, and the rest who were to 
do the work. 

'7Then I said to them, “Yousee the 
trouble we are in, how Jerusalem lies 
in ruins with its gates burned. Come, 
let us build the wall of Jerusalem, 
that we may no longer suffer deri- 
sion.” 18 And IJ told them of the hand 
of my God that had been upon me 
for good, and also of the words that 
the king had spoken to me. And they 
said, “Let us rise up and build” So 
they strengthened their hands for the 
good work. !? But when Sanballat the 
Horonite and Tobiah the Ammonite 
servant and Geshem the Arab heard 
of it, they jeered at us and despised us 
and said, “What is this thing that you 
are doing? Are you rebelling against 
the king?” 20 Then I replied to them, 
“The God of heaven will make us 
prosper, and we his servants will arise 
and build, but you have no portion or 
right or claim’ in Jerusalem.” 


Rebuilding the Wall 
Then Eliashib the high priest rose 
up with his brothers the priests, 
and they built the Sheep Gate. They 
consecrated it and set its doors. They 
consecrated it as far as the Tower of 
the Hundred, as far as the Tower of 
Hananel. 2And next to him the men 
of Jericho built. And next to them? 
Zaccur the son of Imri built. 
3The sons of Hassenaah built the 
Fish Gate. They laid its beams and set 
its doors, its bolts, and its bars. # And 
next to them Meremoth the son of 
Uriah, son of Hakkoz repaired. And 
next to them Meshullam the son of 
Berechiah, son of Meshezabel re- 
paired. And next to them Zadok the 
son of Baana repaired. 5 And next to 
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them the Tekoites repaired, but their 
nobles would not stoop to serve their 
Lord.? 

6 Joiada the son of Paseah and Me- 
shullam the son of Besodeiah repaired 
the Gate of Yeshanah.? They laid its 
beams and set its doors, its bolts, and 
its bars. 7 And next to them repaired 
Melatiah the Gibeonite and Jadon the 
Meronothite, the men of Gibeon and 
of Mizpah, the seat of the governor of 
the province Beyond the River. 8 Next 
to them Uzziel the son of Harhaiah, 
goldsmiths, repaired. Next to him 
Hananiah, one of the perfumers, re- 
paired, and they restored Jerusalem 
as far as the Broad Wall. 9 Next to 
them Rephaiah the son of Hur, ruler 
of half the district of3 Jerusalem, re- 
paired. !9Next to them Jedaiah the 
son of Harumaph repaired opposite 
his house. And next to him Hattush 
the son of Hashabneiah repaired. 
11 Malchijah the son of Harim and 
Hasshub the son of Pahath-moab re- 
paired another section and the Tower 
of the Ovens. !2 Next to him Shallum 
the son of Hallohesh, ruler of half the 
district of Jerusalem, repaired, he and 
his daughters. 

3 Hanun and the inhabitants of Za- 
noah repaired the Valley Gate. They 
rebuilt it and set its doors, its bolts, 
and its bars, and repaired a thousand 
cubits? of the wall, as far as the Dung 
Gate. 

14 Malchijah the son of Rechab, ruler 
of the district of Beth-haccherem, re- 
paired the Dung Gate. He rebuilt it 
and set its doors, its bolts, and its bars. 

15 And Shallum the son of Col- 
hozeh, ruler of the district of Miz- 
pah, repaired the Fountain Gate. He 
rebuilt it and covered it and set its 
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doors, its bolts, and its bars. And he 
built the wall of the Pool of Shelah of 
the king’s garden, as far as the stairs 
that go down from the city of Da- 
vid. '6 After him Nehemiah the son 
of Azbuk, ruler of half the district of 
Beth-zur, repaired to a point opposite 
the tombs of David, as far as the ar- 
tificial pool, and as far as the house 
of the mighty men. !7 After him the 
Levites repaired: Rehum the son of 
Bani. Next to him Hashabiah, ruler of 
half the district of Keilah, repaired for 
his district. 8 After him their brothers 
repaired: Bavvai the son of Henadad, 
ruler of half the district of Keilah. 
19Next to him Ezer the son of Jeshua, 
ruler of Mizpah, repaired another 
section opposite the ascent to the 
armory at the buttress.’ 20 After him 
Baruch the son of Zabbai repaired 
another section from the buttress to 
the door of the house of Eliashib the 
high priest. 2! After him Meremoth 
the son of Uriah, son of Hakkoz re- 
paired another section from the door 
of the house of Eliashib to the end of 
the house of Eliashib. 22 After him the 
priests, the men of the surrounding 
area, repaired. 23 After them Benjamin 
and Hasshub repaired opposite their 
house. After them Azariah the son of 
Maaseiah, son of Ananiah repaired 
beside his own house. 24 After him 
Binnui the son of Henadad repaired 
another section, from the house of 
Azariah to the buttress 25 and to the 
corner. Palal the son of Uzai repaired 
opposite the buttress and the tower 
projecting from the upper house of 
the king at the court of the guard. 
After him Pedaiah the son of Parosh 
26and the temple servants living on 
Ophel repaired to a point opposite the 
Water Gate on the east and the pro- 
jecting tower. 2” After him the Tekoites 
repaired another section opposite the

wall of Ophel. 

28 Above the Horse Gate the priests 
repaired, each one opposite his own 
house. 2° After them Zadok the son 
of Immer repaired opposite his own 
house. After him Shemaiah the son 
of Shecaniah, the keeper of the East 
Gate, repaired. 30After him Hananiah 
the son of Shelemiah and Hanun the 
sixth son of Zalaph repaired another 
section. After him Meshullam the son 
of Berechiah repaired opposite his 
chamber. 3! After him Malchijah, one 
of the goldsmiths, repaired as far as 
the house of the temple servants and 
of the merchants, opposite the Mus- 
ter Gate,’ and to the upper chamber 
of the corner. 32 And between the up- 
per chamber of the corner and the 
Sheep Gate the goldsmiths and the 
merchants repaired. 


Opposition to the Work 
4 Now when Sanballat heard that 
we were building the wall, he 
was angry and greatly enraged, and 
he jeered at the Jews. 2 And he said 
in the presence of his brothers and of 
the army of Samaria, “What are these 
feeble Jews doing? Will they restore it 
for themselves?3 Will they sacrifice? 
Will they finish up in a day? Will they 
revive the stones out of the heaps of 
rubbish, and burned ones at that?” 
3Tobiah the Ammonite was beside 
him, and he said, “Yes, what they are 
building—ifa fox goes up on it he will 
break down their stone wall!” 4 Hear, 
O our God, for we are despised. Turn 
back their taunt on their own heads 
and give them up to be plundered in 
a land where they are captives. 5Do 
not cover their guilt, and let not their 
sin be blotted out from your sight, for 
they have provoked you to anger in 
the presence of the builders. 
6So we built the wall. And all the 
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wall was joined together to half its 
height, for the people had a mind to 
work. 

71 But when Sanballat and Tobiah 
and the Arabs and the Ammonites 
and the Ashdodites heard that the re- 
pairing of the walls of Jerusalem was 
going forward and that the breaches 
were beginning to be closed, they 
were very angry. 8 And they all plot- 
ted together to come and fight against 
Jerusalem and to cause confusion in 
it. ?And we prayed to our God and set 
a guard as a protection against them 
day and night. 

10In Judah it was said,2 “The 
strength of those who bear the bur- 
dens is failing. There is too much 
rubble. By ourselves we will not be 
able to rebuild the wall” !§ And our 
enemies said, “They will not know 
or see till we come among them and 
kill them and stop the work.” !2 At 
that time the Jews who lived near 
them came from all directions and 
said to us ten times, “You must return 
to us.’3 !3So in the lowest parts of the 
space behind the wall, in open places, 
I stationed the people by their clans, 
with their swords, their spears, and 
their bows. !4 And I looked and arose 
and said to the nobles and to the offi- 
cials and to the rest of the people, “Do 
not be afraid of them. Remember the 
Lord, who is great and awesome, and 
fight for your brothers, your sons, 
your daughters, your wives, and your 
homes.” 


The Work Resumes 

15 When our enemies heard that it 
was known to us and that God had 
frustrated their plan, we all returned 
to the wall, each to his work. 16 From 


1Ch 4:1 in Hebrew 2Hebrew Judah said 
3The meaning of the Hebrewis uncertain 
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that day on, half of my servants 
worked on construction, and half held 
the spears, shields, bows, and coats of 
mail. And the leaders stood behind 
the whole house of Judah, ” who 
were building on the wall. Those who 
carried burdens were loaded in such 
a way that each labored on the work 
with one hand and held his weapon 
with the other. 18 And each of the 
builders had his sword strapped at 
his side while he built. The man who 
sounded the trumpet was beside me. 
19And I said to the nobles and to the 
officials and to the rest of the people, 
“The work is great and widely spread, 
and we are separated on the wall, 
far from one another. 2° In the place 
where you hear the sound of the trum- 
pet, rally to us there. Our God will 
fight for us.” 

21S0 we labored at the work, and 
half of them held the spears from the 
break of dawn until the stars came 
out. 22] also said to the people at that 
time, “Let every man and his servant 
pass the night within Jerusalem, that 
they may be a guard for us by night 
and may labor by day.” 23So neither I 
nor my brothers nor my servants nor 
the men of the guard who followed 
me, none of us took off our clothes; 
each kept his weapon at his right 
hand.! 


Nehemiah Stops Oppression of 
the Poor 

Now there arose a great outcry 

of the people and of their wives 
against their Jewish brothers. 2 For 
there were those who said, “With our 
sons and our daughters, we are many. 
So let us get grain, that we may eat and 
keep alive.” 3 There were also those 
who said, “We are mortgaging our 
fields, our vineyards, and our houses 
to get grain because of the famine.” 
4 And there were those who said, “We 
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have borrowed money for the king’s 
tax on our fields and our vineyards. 
5 Now our flesh is as the flesh of our 
brothers, our children are as their 
children. Yet we are forcing our sons 
and our daughters to be slaves, and 
some of our daughters have already 
been enslaved, but it is not in our 
power to help it, for other men have 
our fields and our vineyards.” 

6] was very angry when I heard 
their outcry and these words. 71 took 
counsel with myself, and I brought 
charges against the nobles and the of- 
ficials. 1 said to them, “You are exact- 
ing interest, each from his brother.” 
And I held a great assembly against 
them 8and said to them, “We, as far 
as we are able, have bought back our 
Jewish brothers who have been sold 
to the nations, but you even sell your 
brothers that they may be sold to us!” 
They were silent and could not find a 
word to say. 9So I said, “The thing that 
you are doing is not good. Ought you 
not to walk in the fear of our God to 
prevent the taunts of the nations our 
enemies? !0 Moreover, I and my broth- 
ers and my servants are lending them 
money and grain. Let us abandon this 
exacting of interest. !! Return to them 
this very day their fields, their vine- 
yards, their olive orchards, and their 
houses, and the percentage of money, 
grain, wine, and oil that you have 
been exacting from them.” 2 Then 
they said, “We will restore these and 
require nothing from them. We will 
do as you say.” And I called the priests 
and made them swear to do as they 
had promised. !31 also shook out the 
fold! of my garment and said, “So may 
God shake out every man from his 


' Hebrew bosom 
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house and from his labor who does 
not keep this promise. So may he be 
shaken out and emptied.” And all the 
assembly said “Amen” and praised the 
Lorp. And the people did as they had 
promised. 


Nehemiah’s Generosity 

14 Moreover, from the time that I 
was appointed to be their governor 
in the land of Judah, from the twen- 
tieth year to the thirty-second year 
of Artaxerxes the king, twelve years, 
neither I nor my brothers ate the food 
allowance of the governor. !5The for- 
mer governors who were before me 
laid heavy burdens on the people and 
took from them for their daily ration! 
forty shekels? of silver. Even their ser- 
vants lorded it over the people. But I 
did not do so, because of the fear of 
God. 16] also persevered in the work 
on this wall, and we acquired no land, 
and all my servants were gathered 
there for the work. 17 Moreover, there 
were at my table 150 men, Jews and 
officials, besides those who came to 
us from the nations that were around 
us. '8 Now what was prepared at my 
expense? for each day was one ox 
and six choice sheep and birds, and 
every ten days all kinds of wine in 
abundance. Yet for all this I did not 
demand the food allowance of the 
governor, because the service was too 
heavy on this people. 1? Remember for 
my good, O my God, all that I have 
done for this people. 


Conspiracy Against Nehemiah 
Now when Sanballat and Tobiah 
and Geshem the Arab and the 

rest of our enemies heard that I had 

built the wall and that there was no 
breach left in it (although up to that 
time I had not set up the doors in 
the gates), 2 Sanballat and Geshem 
sent to me, saying, “Come and let us

plain of Ono.” But they intended to 
do me harm. 3 And I sent messengers 
to them, saying, “I am doing a great 
work and I cannot come down. Why 
should the work stop while I leave it 
and come down to you?” 4And they 
sent to me four times in this way, and 
I answered them in the same manner. 
5In the same way Sanballat for the 
fifth time sent his servant to me with 
an open letter in his hand. 6In it was 
written, “It is reported among the na- 
tions, and Geshem/ also says it, that 
you and the Jews intend to rebel; that 
is why you are building the wall. And 
according to these reports you wish 
to become their king. 7 And you have 
also set up prophets to proclaim con- 
cerning you in Jerusalem, ‘There is a 
king in Judah’? And now the king will 
hear of these reports. So now come 
and let us take counsel together” 
8Then I sent to him, saying, “No such 
things as you say have been done, for 
you are inventing them out of your 
own mind.” 9 For they all wanted to 
frighten us, thinking, “Their hands 
will drop from the work, and it will 
not be done.” But now, O God,? 
strengthen my hands. 

10 Now when I went into the house 
of Shemaiah the son of Delaiah, son 
of Mehetabel, who was confined to his 
home, he said, “Let us meet together 
in the house of God, within the tem- 
ple. Let us close the doors of the tem- 
ple, for they are coming to kill you. 
They are coming to kill you by night” 
1 But I said, “Should such a man as 
I run away? And what man such as 
I could go into the temple and live?3 
I will not go in” !2 And I understood 
and saw that God had not sent him, 
but he had pronounced the proph- 
ecy against me because Tobiah and 
Sanballat had hired him. 3 For this

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purpose he was hired, that I should 
be afraid and act in this way and sin, 
and so they could give me a bad name 
in order to taunt me. !+ Remember 
Tobiah and Sanballat, O my God, ac- 
cording to these things that they did, 
and also the prophetess Noadiah and 
the rest of the prophets who wanted to 
make me afraid. 


The Wall Is Finished 
15So the wall was finished on the 
twenty-fifth day of the month Elul, 
in fifty-two days. '}6 And when all 
our enemies heard of it, all the na- 
tions around us were afraid and fell 
greatly in their own esteem, for they 
perceived that this work had been 
accomplished with the help of our 
God. !7 Moreover, in those days the 
nobles of Judah sent many letters to 
Tobiah, and Tobiah’s letters came 
to them. 18 For many in Judah were 
bound by oath to him, because he was 
the son-in-law of Shecaniah the son 
of Arah: and his son Jehohanan had 
taken the daughter of Meshullam the 
son of Berechiah as his wife. !9 Also 
they spoke of his good deeds in my 
presence and reported my words to 
him. And Tobiah sent letters to make 
me afraid. 
Now when the wall had been built 
and I had set up the doors, and 
the gatekeepers, the singers, and the 
Levites had been appointed, 21 gave 
my brother Hanani and Hananiah 
the governor of the castle charge over 
Jerusalem, for he was a more faith- 
ful and God-fearing man than many. 
3And I said to them, “Let not the gates 
of Jerusalem be opened until the sun 
is hot. And while they are still stand- 
ing guard, let them shut and bar the 
doors. Appoint guards from among 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem, some at 
their guard posts and some in front 
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of their own homes.” 4The city was 
wide and large, but the people within 
it were few, and no houses had been 
rebuilt.

5Then my God put it into my heart 
to assemble the nobles and the offi- 
cials and the people to be enrolled by 
genealogy. And I found the book of 
the genealogy of those who came up 
at the first, and I found written in it:

daughters to the peoples of the land 
or take their daughters for our sons. 
31 And if the peoples of the land bring 
in goods or any grain on the Sabbath 
day to sell, we will not buy from them 
on the Sabbath or on a holy day. And 
we will forego the crops of the seventh 
year and the exaction of every debt. 
32 “We also take on ourselves the 
obligation to give yearly a third part 
ofashekel! for the service of the house 
of our God: 33 for the showbread, the 
regular grain offering, the regular 
burnt offering, the Sabbaths, the new 
moons, the appointed feasts, the holy 
things, and the sin offerings to make 
atonement for Israel, and for all the 
work of the house of our God. 34 We, 
the priests, the Levites, and the people, 
have likewise cast lots for the wood of- 
fering, to bring it into the house of our 
God, according to our fathers’ houses, 
at times appointed, year by year, to 
burn on the altar of the Lorp our 
God, as it is written in the Law. 35 We 
obligate ourselves to bring the first- 
fruits of our ground and the firstfruits 
of all fruit of every tree, year by year, 
to the house of the Lorp; 36 also to 
bring to the house of our God, to the 
priests who minister in the house of 
our God, the firstborn of our sons and 
of our cattle, as it is written in the Law, 
and the firstborn of our herds and of 
our flocks; 37and to bring the first of 
our dough, and our contributions, the 
fruit of every tree, the wine and the 
oil, to the priests, to the chambers of 
the house of our God; and to bring 
to the Levites the tithes from our 
ground, for it is the Levites who col- 
lect the tithes in all our towns where 
we labor. 38 And the priest, the son of 
Aaron, shall be with the Levites when 
the Levites receive the tithes.

The Leaders in Jerusalem 
1 1 Now the leaders of the people 
lived in Jerusalem. And the 
rest of the people cast lots to bring one 
out of ten to live in Jerusalem the holy 
city, while nine out of ten’ remained 
in the other towns. 2 And the people 
blessed all the men who willingly of- 
fered to live in Jerusalem. 

3 These are the chiefs of the prov- 
ince who lived in Jerusalem; but in 
the towns of Judah everyone lived on 
his property in their towns: Israel, the 
priests, the Levites, the temple ser- 
vants, and the descendants of Solo- 
mon’ servants. 4 And in Jerusalem 
lived certain of the sons of Judah and 
of the sons of Benjamin. Of the sons 
of Judah: Athaiah the son of Uzziah, 
son of Zechariah, son of Amariah, son 
of Shephatiah, son of Mahalalel, of the 
sons of Perez; 5and Maaseiah the son 
of Baruch, son of Col-hozeh, son of 
Hazaiah, son of Adaiah, son of Joiarib, 
son of Zechariah, son of the Shilonite. 
6 All the sons of Perez who lived in Je- 
rusalem were 468 valiant men.

7 and Mattaniah the son of Mica, son 
of Zabdi, son of Asaph, who was the 
leader of the praise,’ who gave thanks, 
and Bakbukiah, the second among his 
brothers; and Abda the son of Sham- 
mua, son of Galal, son of Jeduthun. 
18 All the Levites in the holy city were 
284. 

19 The gatekeepers, Akkub, Talmon 
and their brothers, who kept watch at 
the gates, were 172. 20 And the rest of 
Israel, and of the priests and the Le- 
vites, were in all the towns of Judah, 
every one in his inheritance. 2! But the 
temple servants lived on Ophel; and 
Ziha and Gishpa were over the temple 
servants. 

22 The overseer of the Levites in 
Jerusalem was Uzzi the son of Bani, 
son of Hashabiah, son of Mattaniah, 
son of Mica, of the sons of Asaph, the 
singers, over the work of the house 
of God. 23 For there was a command 
from the king concerning them, and 
a fixed provision for the singers, as 
every day required. 24 And Pethahiah 
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the son of Meshezabel, of the sons of 
Zerah the son of Judah, was at the 
king’s side? in all matters concerning 
the people. 


Villages Outside Jerusalem 

25 And as for the villages, with their 
fields, some of the people of Judah 
lived in Kiriath-arba and its villages, 
and in Dibon and its villages, and in 
Jekabzeel and its villages, °¢ and in 
Jeshuaand in Moladah and Beth-pelet. 
27in Hazar-shual, in Beersheba and 
its villages, 28in Ziklag, in Meconah 
and its villages, 22in En-rimmon. in 
Zorah, in Jarmuth, 30 Zanoah, Adul- 
lam, and their villages, Lachish and 
its fields, and Azekah andits villages. 
So they encamped from Beersheba to 
the Valley of Hinnom. 3! The people 
of Benjamin also lived from Geba 
onward, at Michmash, Aija, Bethel 
and its villages, 32 Anathoth, Nob.

in Judah were assigned to Benjamin.

23 As for the 
sons of Levi, their heads of fathers’ 
houses were written in the Book of the 
Chronicles until the days of Johanan 
the son of Eliashib. 24 And the chiefs 
of the Levites: Hashabiah, Sherebiah, 
and Jeshua the son of Kadmiel, with 
their brothers who stood opposite 
them, to praise and to give thanks, 
according to the commandment of 
David the man of God, watch by 
watch. 25Mattaniah, Bakbukiah, Oba- 
diah, Meshullam, Talmon, and Akkub 
were gatekeepers standing guard at 
the storehouses of the gates. 2These 
were in the days of Joiakim the son 
of Jeshua son of Jozadak, and in the 
days of Nehemiah the governor and 
of Ezra, the priest and scribe. 


Dedication of the Wall 

27 And at the dedication of the wall 
of Jerusalem they sought the Levites 
in all their places, to bring them to 
Jerusalem to celebrate the dedication 
with gladness, with thanksgivings and 
with singing, with cymbals, harps, 
and lyres. 28 And the sons of the sing- 
ers gathered together from the district 
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surrounding Jerusalem and from the 
villages of the Netophathites; 29 also 
from Beth-gilgal and from the region 
of Geba and Azmaveth, for the sing- 
ers had built for themselves villages 
around Jerusalem. 3° And the priests 
and the Levites purified themselves, 
and they purified the people and the 
gates and the wall. 

3! Then I brought the leaders of Ju- 
dah up onto the wall and appointed 
two great choirs that gave thanks. One 
went to the south on the wall to the 
Dung Gate. 32 And after them went 
Hoshaiah and half of the leaders of 
Judah, 33and Azariah, Ezra, Meshul- 
lam, 34Judah, Benjamin, Shemaiah, 
and Jeremiah, 35and certain of the 
priests’ sons with trumpets: Zechariah 
the son of Jonathan, son of Shemaiah, 
son of Mattaniah, son of Micaiah, son 
of Zaccur, son of Asaph; 3¢and his 
relatives, Shemaiah, Azarel, Milalai, 
Gilalai, Maai, Nethanel, Judah, and 
Hanani, with the musical instruments 
of David the man of God. And Ezra 
the scribe went before them. 37 At the 
Fountain Gate they went up straight 
before them by the stairs of the city of 
David, at the ascent of the wall, above 
the house of David, to the Water Gate 
on the east. 

38 The other choir of those who 
gave thanks went to the north, and I 
followed them with half of the people, 
on the wall, above the Tower of the 
Ovens, to the Broad Wall, 39 and above 
the Gate of Ephraim, and by the Gate 
of Yeshanah,! and by the Fish Gate and 
the Tower of Hananel and the Tower 
of the Hundred, to the Sheep Gate; 
and they came to a halt at the Gate of 
the Guard. 4°So both choirs of those 
who gave thanks stood in the house 
of God, and | and half of the officials 
with me; 4! and the priests Eliakim, 
Maaseiah, Miniamin, Micaiah, Elio- 
enai, Zechariah, and Hananiah, with 
trumpets; #2and Maaseiah, Shemaiah, 
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Eleazar, Uzzi, Jéhohanan, Malchijah, 
Elam, and Ezer. And the singers sang 
with Jezrahiah as their leader. 43 And 
they offered great sacrifices that day 
and rejoiced, tor God had made them 
rejoice with great joy; the women and 


children also rejoiced. And the joy of 


Jerusalem was heard far away. 


Service at the Temple 

44 On that day men were appointed 
over the storerooms, the contribu- 
tions, the firstfruits, and the tithes, 
to gather into them the portions re- 
quired by the Law for the priests and 
for the Levites according to the fields 
of the towns, for Judah rejoiced over 
the priests and the Levites who min- 
istered. 45 And they pertormed the 
service of their God and the service 
of purification, as did the singers 
and the gatekeepers, according to the 
command of David and his son Solo- 


mon. “ For long ago in the days of 


David and Asaph there were directors 
of the singers, and there were songs! 
of praise and thanksgiving to God. 
47 And all Israel in the days of Zerub- 
babel and in the days of Nehemiah 
gave the daily portions for the sing- 
ers and the gatekeepers; and they set 
apart that which was for the Levites; 
and the Levites set apart that which 
was for the sons of Aaron. 


Nehemiah’s Final Reforms 
1 On that day they read from 
the Book of Moses in the 
hearing of the people. And in it was 
found written that no Ammonite or 
Moabite should ever enter the assem- 
bly of God, ?for they did not meet 
the people of Israel with bread and 
water, but hired Balaam against them 
to curse them—yet our God turned 
the curse into a blessing. 3 As soon as 
the people heard the law, they sepa- 
rated from Israel all those of foreign 
descent. 

' Now before this, Eliashib the 
priest, who was appointed over the 
chambers of the house of our God, 
and who was related to ‘obiah, 
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5 prepared for Tobiah a large chamber 
where they had previously put the 
grain offering, the frankincense, the 
vessels, and the tithes of grain, wine, 
and oil, which were given by com- 
mandment to the Levites, singers, and 
gatekeepers, and the contributions for 
the priests. © While this was taking 
place, I was not in Jerusalem, for in 
the thirty-second year of Artaxerxes 
king of Babylon I went to the king. 
And after some time | asked leave 
of the king 7and came to Jerusalem, 
and I then discovered the evil that 
Eliashib had done for Tobiah, prepar- 
ing for him a chamber in the courts 
of the house of God. 8 And I was very 
angry, and I threw all the household 
furniture of Tobiah out of the cham- 
ber. 9 Then I gave orders, and they 
cleansed the chambers, and I brought 
back there the vessels of the house of 
God, with the grain offering and the 
frankincense. 

10] also found out that the portions 
of the Levites had not been given to 
them, so that the Levites and the sing- 
ers, who did the work, had fled each 
to his field. '! So I confronted the of- 
ficials and said, “Why is the house of 
God forsaken?” And I gathered them 
together and set them in their sta- 
tions. !2 Then all Judah brought the 
tithe of the grain, wine, and oil into 
the storehouses. }3 And I appointed as 
treasurers over the storehouses Shele- 
miah the priest, Zadok the scribe, and 
Pedaiah of the Levites, and as their 
assistant Hanan the son of Zaccur, 
son of Mattaniah, for they were con- 
sidered reliable, and their duty was 
to distribute to their brothers. !4 Re- 
member me, O my God, concerning 
this, and do not wipe out my good 
deeds that I have done for the house 
of my God and for his service. 

15Jn those days I saw in Judah

people treading winepresses on the 
Sabbath, and bringing in heaps of 
grain and loading them on donkeys, 
and also wine, grapes, figs, and all 
kinds of loads, which they brought 
into Jerusalem on the Sabbath day. 
And I warned them on the day when 
they sold food. !6 Tyrians also, who 
lived in the city, brought in fish and 
all kinds of goods and sold them on 
the Sabbath to the people of Judah, in 
Jerusalem itself! 17 Then I confronted 
the nobles of Judah and said to them, 
“What is this evil thing that you are 
doing, profaning the Sabbath day? 
18 Did not your fathers act in this way, 
and did not our God bring all this 
disaster! on us and on this city? Now 
you are bringing more wrath on Israel 
by profaning the Sabbath.” 

19 As soon as it began to grow dark 
at the gates of Jerusalem before the 
Sabbath, I commanded that the doors 
should be shut and gave orders that 
they should not be opened until after 
the Sabbath. And I stationed some of 
my servants at the gates, that no load 
might be brought in on the Sabbath 
day. 2°Then the merchants and sellers 
of all kinds of wares lodged outside Je- 
rusalem once or twice. 2! But I warned 
them and said to them, “Why do you 
lodge outside the wall? If you do so 
again, I will lay hands on you.” From 
that time on they did not come on the 
Sabbath. 22 Then I commanded the 
Levites that they should purify them- 
selves and come and guard the gates, 
to keep the Sabbath day holy. Remem- 
ber this also in my favor, O my God, 
and spare me according to the great- 
ness of your steadfast love. 

23In those days also I saw the Jews 
who had married women of Ashdod, 
Ammon, and Moab. 74 And half of 
their children spoke the language of 
Ashdod, and they could not speak 
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the language of Judah, but only the 
language of each people. 25 And I 
confronted them and cursed them 
and beat some of them and pulled 
out their hair. And I made them take 
an oath in the name of God, saying, 
“You shall not give your daughters to 
their sons, or take their daughters for 
your sons or for yourselves. 26 Did not 
Solomon king of Israel sin on account 
of such women? Among the many 
nations there was no king like him, 
and he was beloved by his God, and 
God made him king over all Israel. 
Nevertheless, foreign women made 
even him to sin. 27 Shall we then listen 
to you and do all this great evil and 
act treacherously against our God by 
marrying foreign women?” 

28 And one of the sons of Jehoiada, 
the son of Eliashib the high priest, 
was the son-in-law of Sanballat the 
Horonite. Therefore I chased him 
from me. 2?Remember them, O my 
God, because they have desecrated 
the priesthood and the covenant of 
the priesthood and the Levites. 

30 Thus I cleansed them from ev- 
erything foreign, and I established the 
duties of the priests and Levites, each 
in his work; 3! and I provided for the 
wood offering at appointed times, and 
for the firstfruits. 

Remember me, O my God, for 
good. 


The King's Banquets 

Now in the days of Ahasuerus, 

the Ahasuerus who reigned from 
India to Ethiopia over 127 provinces, 
2in those days when King Ahasu- 
erus sat on his royal throne in Susa, 
the citadel, 3in the third year of his 
reign he gave a feast for all his offi- 
cials and servants. The army of Persia 
and Media and the nobles and gov- 
ernors of the provinces were before 
him, 4while he showed the riches of 
his royal glory and the splendor and 
pomp of his greatness for many days, 
180 days. >And when these days were 
completed, the king gave for all the 
people present in Susa the citadel, 
both great and small, a feast lasting 
for seven days in the court of the gar- 
den of the king’s palace. There were 
white cotton curtains and violet hang- 
ings fastened with cords of fine linen 
and purple to silver rods’ and marble 
pillars, and also couches of gold and 
silver on a mosaic pavement of por- 
phyry, marble, mother-of-pearl and 
precious stones. 7 Drinks were served 
in golden vessels, vessels of different 
kinds, and the royal wine was lavished 
according to the bounty of the king. 
8 And drinking was according to this 
edict: “There is no compulsion.” For 
the king had given orders to all the 
staff of his palace to do as each man 
desired. 9 Queen Vashti also gave a 
feast for the women in the palace that 
belonged to King Ahasuerus. 


Queen Vashti’s Refusal 

10QOn the seventh day, when the 
heart of the king was merry with 
wine, he commanded Mehuman, 
Biztha, Harbona, Bigtha and Abag- 
tha, Zethar and Carkas, the seven 
eunuchs who served in the presence 
of King Ahasuerus, !! to bring Queen 
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Vashti before the king with her royal 
crown,! in order to show the peoples 
and the princes her beauty, for she was 
lovely to look at. !2 But Queen Vashti 
refused to come at the king’s com- 
mand delivered by the eunuchs. At 
this the king became enraged, and his 
anger burned within him. 

'3Then the king saidto the wisemen 
who knew the times (for this was the 
king’s procedure toward all who were 
versed in law and judgment, !4the men 
next to him being Carshena, Shethar, 
Admatha, Tarshish, Meres, Marsena, 
and Memucan, the seven princes of 
Persia and Media, who saw the king’s 
face, and sat first in the kingdom): 
15 “According to the law, what is to be 
done to Queen Vashti, because she has 
not performed the command of King 
Ahasuerus delivered by the eunuchs?” 
16Then Memucan said in the presence 
of the king and the officials, “Not only 
against the king has Queen Vashti 
done wrong, but also against all the 
officials and all the peoples who are in 
all the provinces of King Ahasuerus. 
‘17 For the queen’s behavior will be 
made known to all women, causing 
them to look at their husbands with 
contempt, since they will say, ‘King 
Ahasuerus commanded Queen Vashti 
to be brought before him, and she did 
not come.’ !8 This very day the noble 
women of Persia and Media who have 
heard of the queen’s behavior will say 
the same to all the king's officials, and 
there will be contempt and wrath in 
plenty. !9If it please the king, let a 
royal order go out from him, and let 
it be written among the laws of the 
Persians and the Medes so that it may 
not be repealed, that Vashti is never 
again to come before King Ahasu- 
erus. And let the king give her royal 
position to another who is better than 
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she. 20So when the decree made by the 
king is proclaimed throughout all his 
kingdom, for it is vast, all women will 
give honor to their husbands, high 
and low alike.” 2! This advice pleased 
the king and the princes, and the king 
did as Memucan proposed. 22 He sent 
letters to all the royal provinces, to 
every province in its own script and 
to every people in its own language, 
that every man be master in his own 
household and speak according to the 
language of his people. 


Esther Chosen Queen 

After these things, when the 

anger of King Ahasuerus had 
abated, he remembered Vashti and 
what she had done and what had 
been decreed against her. Then the 
king’s young men who attended him 
said, “Let beautiful young virgins be 
sought out for the king. 3 And let the 
king appoint officers in all the prov- 
inces of his kingdom to gather all the 
beautiful young virgins to the harem 
in Susa the citadel, under custody of 
Hegai, the king’s eunuch, who is in 
charge of the women. Let their cos- 
metics be given them. 4 And let the 
young woman who pleases the king be 
queen instead of Vashti.” This pleased 
the king, and he did so. 

5 Now there was a Jew in Susa the 
citadel whose name was Mordecai, the 
son of Jair, son of Shimei, son of Kish, 
a Benjaminite, 6who had been carried 
away from Jerusalem among the cap- 
tives carried away with Jeconiah king 
of Judah, whom Nebuchadnezzar king 
of Babylon had carried away. 7 He was 
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bringing up Hadassah, that is Esther, 
the daughter of his uncle, for she had 
neither father nor mother. The young 
woman had a beautiful figure and was 
lovely to look at, and when her father 
and her mother died, Mordecai took 
her as his own daughter. §So when 
the king’s order and his edict were 
proclaimed, and when many young 
women were gathered in Susa the 
citadel in custody of Hegai, Esther 
also was taken into the king’s palace 
and put in custody of Hegai, who had 
charge of the women. ?And the young 
woman pleased him and won his fa- 
vor. And he quickly provided her with 
her cosmetics and her portion of food, 
and with seven chosen young women 
from the king’s palace, and advanced 
her and her young women to the best 
place in the harem. 1° Esther had not 
made known her people or kindred, 
for Mordecai had commanded her not 
to make it known. |! And every day 
Mordecai walked in front of the court 
of the harem to learn how Esther was 
and what was happening to her. 
12Now when the turn came for 
each young woman to go in to King 
Ahasuerus, after being twelve months 
under the regulations for the women, 
since this was the regular period of 
their beautifying, six months with oil 
of myrrh and six months with spices 
and ointments for women— | when 
the young woman went in to the king 
in this way, she was given whatever she 
desired to take with her ffom the harem 
to the king’s palace. !4In the evening 
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she would go in, and in the morning 
she would return to the second harem 
in custody of Shaashgaz, the king’s eu- 
nuch, who was in charge of the concu- 
bines. She would not go in to the king 
again, unless the king delighted in her 
and she was summoned by name. 

15 When the turn came for Esther 
the daughter of Abihail the uncle of 
Mordecai, who had taken her as his 
own daughter, to go in to theking, she 
asked for nothing except what Hegai 
the king’s eunuch, who had charge of 
the women, advised. Now Esther was 
winning favor in the eyes of all who 
saw her. !6 And when Esther was taken 
to King Ahasuerus, into his royal pal- 
ace, in the tenth month, which is the 
month of Tebeth, in the seventh year 
of his reign, !7the king loved Esther 
more than all the women, and she 
won grace and favor in his sight more 
than all the virgins, so that he set the 
royal crown! on her head and made 
her queen instead of Vashti. 18 Then 
the king gave a great feast for all his 
officials and servants; it was Esther’s 
feast. He also granted a remission of 
taxes to the provinces and gave gifts 
with royal generosity. 


Mordecai Discovers a Plot 

19 Now when the virgins were 
gathered together the second time, 
Mordecai was sitting at the king’s 
gate. 20 Esther had not made known 
her kindred or her people, as Morde- 
cai had commanded her, for Esther 
obeyed Mordecai just as when she was 
brought up by him. 2! In those days, as 
Mordecai was sitting at the king’s gate, 
Bigthan and Teresh, two of the king’s 
eunuchs, who guarded the threshold, 
became angry and sought to lay hands 
on King Ahasuerus. 22 And this came 
to the knowledge of Mordecai, and he 
told it to Queen Esther, and Esther 
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told the king in the name of Mordecai. 
23 When the affair was investigated 
and found to be so, the men were both 
hanged on the gallows.’ And it was re- 
corded in the book of the chronicles 
in the presence of the king. 


Haman Plots Against the Jews 
After these things King Ahas- 
uerus promoted Haman _ the 

Agagite, the son of Hammedatha, 

and advanced him and set his throne 

above all the officials who were with 
him. 2 And all the king’s servants who 
were at the king’s gate bowed down 
and paid homage to Haman, for the 
king had so commanded concerning 
him. But Mordecai did not bow down 
or pay homage. 3 Then the king’s ser- 
vants who were at the king’s gate said 
to Mordecai, “Why do you transgress 
the king’s command?” 4 And when 
they spoke to him day after day and 
he would not listen to them, they 
told Haman, in order to see whether 

Mordecai’s words would stand, for he 

had told them that he was a Jew. 5 And 

when Haman saw that Mordecai did 

not bow down or pay homage to him, 

Haman was filled with fury. 6 But he 

disdained to lay hands on Mordecai 

alone. So, as they had made known to 
him the people of Mordecai, Haman 
sought to destroy all the Jews, the 
people of Mordecai, throughout the 
wholekingdom of Ahasuerus. 

7In the first month, which is the 
month of Nisan, in the twelfth year of 

King Ahasuerus, they cast Pur (that 

is, they cast lots) before Haman day 

after day; and they cast it month after 
month till the twelfth month, which 
is the month of Adar. Then Haman 
said to King Ahasuerus, “There is 

a certain people scattered abroad 

and dispersed among the peoples in 

all the provinces of your kingdom. 
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Their laws are different from those of 
every other people, and they do not 
keep the king’s laws, so that it is not 
to the king’s profit to tolerate them. 
9If it please the king, let it be decreed 
that they be destroyed, and I will pay 
10,000 talents’ of silver into the hands 
of those who have charge of the king’s 
business, that they may put it into the 
king’s treasuries.” !0So the king took 
his signet ring from his hand and gave 
it to Haman the Agagite, the son of 
Hammedatha, the enemy of the Jews. 
11And the king said to Haman, “The 
money is given to you, the people also, 
to do with them as it seems good to 
you.” 

12 Then the king’s scribes were 
summoned on the thirteenth day of 
the first month, and an edict, accord- 
ing to all that Haman commanded, 
was written to the king’s satraps and 
to the governors over all the prov- 
inces and to the officials of all the 
peoples, to every province in its own 
script and every people in its own lan- 
guage. It was written in the name of 
King Ahasuerus and sealed with the 
King’s signet ring. !3 Letters were sent 
by couriers to all the king’s provinces 
with instruction to destroy, to kill, and 
to annihilate all Jews, young and old, 
women and children, in one day, the 
thirteenth day of the twelfth month, 
which is the month of Adar, and to 
plunder their goods. !4A copy of the 
document was to be issued as a decree 
in every province by proclamation to 
all the peoples to be ready for that day. 
15 The couriers went out hurriedly by 
order of the king, and the decree was 
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issued in Susa the citadel. And the 
king and Haman sat down to drink, 
but the city of Susa was thrown into 
confusion. 


Esther Agrees to Help the Jews 
When Mordecai learned all that 
had been done, Mordecai tore 

his clothes and put on sackcloth and 

ashes, and went out into the midst of 
the city, and he cried out with a loud 
and bittercry. 2He went up to the en- 
trance of the king’s gate, for no one 
was allowed to enter the king’s gate 
clothed in sackcloth. 3 And in every 
province, wherever the king’s com- 
mand and his decree reached, there 
was great mourning among the Jews, 
with fasting and weeping and lament- 
ing, and many of them lay in sackcloth 
and ashes. 

4When Esther’s young women and 
her eunuchs came and told her, the 
queen was deeply distressed. She sent 
garments to clothe Mordecai, so that 
he might take off his sackcloth, but he 
would not accept them. > Then Esther 
called for Hathach, one of the king’s 
eunuchs, who had been appointed to 
attend her, and ordered him to go to 

Mordecai to learn what this was and 

why it was. 6Hathach went out to Mor- 

decai in the open square of the city in 
front of the king’s gate, 7and Morde- 
cai told him all that had happened to 
him, and the exact sum of money that 

Haman had promised to pay into the 

king’s treasuries for the destruction 

of the Jews. 8 Mordecai also gave him 

a copy of the written decree issued 

in Susa for their destruction, that he 

might show it to Esther and explain it 
to her and command her to go to the 
king to beg his favor and plead with 
him on behalf of her people. 9 And 
Hathach went and told Esther what 
Mordecai had said. !0Then Esther 
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spoke to Hathach and commanded 
him to go to Mordecai and say, "! “All 
the king’s servants and the people 
of the king’s provinces know that if 
any man or woman goes to the king 
inside the inner court without being 
called, there is but one law—to be put 
to death, except the one to whom the 
king holds out the golden scepter so 
that he may live. But as for me, I have 
not been called to come in to the king 
these thirty days.” 

12 And they told Mordecai what 
Esther had said. 13 Then Mordecai 
told them to reply to Esther, “Do not 
think to yourself that in the king’s pal- 
ace you will escape any more than all 
the other Jews. !4For if you keep silent 
at this time, relief and deliverance will 
rise for the Jews from another place, 
but you and your father’s house will 
perish. And who knows whether you 
have not come to the kingdom for 
such a time as this?” 15 Then Esther 
told them to reply to Mordecai, !6“Go, 
gather all the Jews to be found in Susa, 
and hold a fast on my behalf, and do 
not eat or drink for three days, night 
or day. I and my young women will 
also fast as you do. Then I will go to 
the king, though it is against the law, 
and if I perish, I perish.” 17 Mordecai 
then went away and did everything as 
Esther had ordered him. 


Esther Prepares a Banquet 

On the third day Esther put on 

her royal robes and stood in the 
inner court of the king’s palace, in 
front of the king’s quarters, while the 
king was sitting on his royal throne 
inside the throne room opposite the 
entrance to the palace. 2 And when 
the king saw Queen Esther stand- 
ing in the court, she won favor in his 
sight, and he held out to Esther the

But when 
Haman saw Mordecai in the king’s 
gate, that he neither rose nor trembled 
before him, he was filled with wrath 
against Mordecai. 1° Nevertheless, 
Haman restrained himself and went 
home, and he sent and brought his 
friends and his wife Zeresh. !§ And 
Haman recounted to them the splen- 
dor of his riches, the number of his 
sons, all the promotions with which 
the king had honored him, and how 
he had advanced him above the of- 
ficials and the servants of the king. 
12 Then Haman said, “Even Queen Es- 
ther let no one but me come with the 
king to the feast she prepared. And

tomorrow also I am invited by her 
together with the king. !3 Yet all this is 
worth nothing to me, so long as I see 
Mordecai the Jew sitting at the king’s 
gate.” !4 Then his wife Zeresh and all 
his friends said to him, “Let a gallows!

And he gave orders to bring 
the book of memorable deeds, the 
chronicles, and they were read before 
the king. 2 And it was found written 
how Mordecai had told about Big- 
thana3 and Teresh, two of the king’s 
eunuchs, who guarded the threshold, 
and who had sought to lay hands on 
King Ahasuerus. 3 And the king said, 
“What honor or distinction has been 
bestowed on Mordecai for this?” The 
king’s young men who attended him 
said, “Nothing has been done for 
him.’ + And the king said, “Who is 
in the court?” Now Haman had just 
entered the outer court of the king’s 
palace to speak to the king about hav- 
ing Mordecai hanged on the gallows4 
that he had prepared for him. 5 And 
the king’s young men told him, “Ha- 
man is there, standing in the court.” 
And the king said, “Let him come in? 
6So Haman came in, and the king 
said to him, “What should be done 
to the man whom the king delights to 
honor?” And Haman said to himself, 
“Whom would the king delight to 
honor more than me?” 7 And Haman 
said to the king, “For the man whom 
the king delights to honor, 8 let royal

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Esther Saves the Jews 
On that day King Ahasuerus 
gave to Queen Esther the house 
of Haman, the enemy of the Jews. 
And Mordecai came before the king, 
for Esther had told what he was to her. 
2 And the king took off his signet ring, 
which he had taken from Haman, and 
gave it to Mordecai. And Esther set 
Mordecai over the house of Haman. 
3Then Esther spoke again to the 
king. She fell at his feet and wept and 
pleaded with him to avert the evil plan 
of Haman the Agagite and the plot 
that he had devised against the Jews. 
4When the king held out the golden 
scepter to Esther, 5 Esther rose and 
stood before the king. And she said, 
“If it please the king, and if I have 
found favor in his sight, and if the 
thing seems right before the king, 
and | am pleasing in his eyes, let an 
order be written to revoke the letters 
devised by Haman the Agagite, the 
son of Hammedatha, which he wrote 
to destroy the Jews who are in all the 
provinces of the king. For how can I 
bear to see the calamity that is coming 
to my people? Or how can I bear to 
see the destruction of my kindred?” 
7Then King Ahasuerus said to Queen 
Esther and to Mordecai the Jew, “Be- 
hold, I have given Esther the house of 
Haman, and they have hanged him 
on the gallows,’ because he intended 
to lay hands on the Jews. 8 But you 
may write as you please with regard 
to the Jews, in the name of the king, 
and seal it with the king’s ring, for an 
edict written in the name of the king 
and sealed with the king’s ring cannot 
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be revoked.” 

9The king’s scribes were summoned 
at that time, in the third month, which 
is the month of Sivan, on the twenty- 
third day. And an edict was written, 
according to all that Mordecai com- 
manded concerning the Jews, to the 
satraps and the governors and the 
officials of the provinces from India 
to Ethiopia, 127 provinces, to each 
province in its own script and to each 
people in its own language, and also 
to the Jews in their script and their 
language. '!© And he wrote in the 
name of King Ahasuerus and sealed 
it with the king’s signet ring. Then he 
sent the letters by mounted couriers 
riding on swift horses that were used 
in the king’s service, bred from the 
royal stud, | saying that the king al- 
lowed the Jews who were in every city 
to gather and defend their lives, to 
destroy, to kill, and to annihilate any 
armed force of any people or prov- 
ince that might attack them, children 
and women included, and to plunder 
their goods, !20n one day throughout 
all the provinces of King Ahasuerus, 
on the thirteenth day of the twelfth 
month, which is the month of Adar. 
13,4 copy of what was written was to 
be issued as a decree in every prov- 
ince, being publicly displayed to all 
peoples, and the Jews were to be ready 
on that day to take vengeance on their 
enemies. !4So the couriers, mounted 
on their swift horses that were used 
in the king’s service, rode out hur- 
riedly, urged by the king’s command. 
And the decree was issued in Susa the 
citadel. 

‘5 Then Mordecai went out from 
the presence of the king in royal robes 
of blue and white, with a great golden 
crown! and a robe of fine linen and 
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purple, and the city of Susa shouted 
and rejoiced. !©The Jews had light and 
gladness and joy and honor. !7 And 
in every province and in every city, 
wherever the king’s command and 
his edict reached, there was gladness 
and joy among the Jews, a feast and a 
holiday. And many from the peoples 
of the country declared themselves 
Jews, for fear of the Jews had fallen 
on them. 


The Jews Destroy Their Enemies 
Now in the twelfth month, which 
is the month of Adar, on the 

thirteenth day of the same, when 

the king’s command and edict were 
about to be carried out, on the very 
day when the enemies of the Jews 
hoped to gain the mastery over them, 
the reverse occurred: the Jews gained 
mastery over those who hated them. 
2The Jews gathered in their cities 
throughout all the provinces of King 
Ahasuerus to lay hands on those who 
sought their harm. And no one could 
stand against them, for the fear of 
them had fallen on all peoples. 3 All 
the officials of the provinces and the 
satraps and the governors and the 
royal agents also helped the Jews, 
for the fear of Mordecai had fallen 
on them. 4For Mordecai was great in 
the king’s house, and his fame spread 
throughout all the provinces, for the 
man Mordecai grew more and more 
powerful. 5 The Jews struck all their 
enemies with the sword, killing and 
destroying them, and did as they 
pleased to those who hated them. ¢In 

Susa the citadel itself the Jews killed 

and destroyed 500 men, 7and also 

killed Parshandatha and Dalphon and 

Aspatha 8and Poratha and Adalia and 

Aridatha 9and Parmashta and Arisai 

and Aridai and Vaizatha, ! the ten 
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And what further is your request? It 
shall be fulfilled” 13 And Esther said, 
“If it please the king, let the Jews who 
are in Susa be allowed tomorrow also 
to do according to this day’s edict. 
And let the ten sons of Haman be 
hanged on the gallows.”! 14So the king 
commanded this to be done. A decree 
was issued in Susa, and the ten sons 
of Haman were hanged. 5 The Jews 
who were in Susa gathered also on the 
fourteenth day of the month of Adar 
and they killed 300 men in Susa, but 
they laid no hands on the plunder. 
16Now the rest of the Jews who were 
in the king’s provinces also gathered 
to defend their lives, and got relief 
from their enemies and killed 75,000 
of those whohated them, but they laid 
no hands on the plunder. !7 This was 
on the thirteenth day of the month of 
Adar, and on the fourteenth day they 
rested and made that a day of feasting 
and gladness. !8 But the Jews who were 
in Susa gathered on the thirteenth day 
and on the fourteenth, and rested on 
the fifteenth day, making that a day 
of feasting and gladness. !9 Therefore 
the Jews of the villages, who live in the 
rural towns, hold the fourteenth day 
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of the month of Adar as a day for glad- 
ness and feasting, as a holiday, and as 
a day on which they send gifts of food 
to one another. 


The Feast of Purim Inaugurated 

20 And Mordecai recorded these 
things and sent letters to all the Jews 
who were in all the provinces of King 
Ahasuerus, both near and far, 2! oblig- 
ing them to keep the fourteenth day of 
the month Adar and also the fifteenth 
day of the same, year by year, 22as the 
days on which the Jews got relief from 
their enemies, and as the month that 
had been turned for them from sor- 
row into gladness and from mourning 
into a holiday; that they should make 
them days of feasting and gladness, 
days for sending gifts of food to one 
another and gifts to the poor. 

23So0 the Jews accepted what they 
had started to do, and what Mordecai 
had written to them. 24 For Haman 
the Agagite, the son of Hammeda- 
tha, the enemy of all the Jews, had 
plotted against the Jews to destroy 
them, and had cast Pur (that is, cast 
lots), to crush and to destroy them. 
25 But when it came before the king, 
he gave orders in writing that his evil 
plan that he had devised against the 
Jews should return on his own head, 
and that he and his sons should be 
hanged on the gallows.’ 26 Therefore 
they called these days Purim, after 
the term Pur. Therefore, because of 
all that was written in this letter, and 
of what they had faced in this matter, 
and of what had happened to them, 
27 the Jews firmly obligated them- 
selves and their offspring and all who 
joined them, that without fail they 
would keep these two days according 
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to what was written and at the time 
appointed every year, 28that these 
days should be remembered and kept 
throughout every generation, in every 
clan, province, and city, and that these 
days of Purim should never fall into 
disuse among the Jews, nor should the 
commemoration of these days cease 
among their descendants. 

29Then Queen Esther, the daughter 
of Abihail, and Mordecai the Jew gave 
full written authority, confirming this 
second letter about Purim. 3° Letters 
were sent to all the Jews, to the 127 
provinces of the kingdom of Ahas- 
uerus, in words of peace and truth, 
3 that these days of Purim should be 
observed at their appointed seasons, 
as Mordecai the Jew and Queen Es- 
ther obligated them, and as they had 
obligated themselves and their off- 
spring, with regard to their fasts and 
their lamenting. 32 The command of 
Queen Esther confirmed these prac- 
tices of Purim, and it was recorded in 
writing. 


The Greatness of Mordecai 
] King Ahasuerus imposed tax 
on the land and on the coast- 
lands of the sea. 2 And all the acts of 
his power and might, and the full ac- 
count of the high honor of Mordecai, 
to which the king advanced him, are 
they not written in the Book of the 
Chronicles of the kings of Media and 
Persia? 3 For Mordecai the Jew was 
second in rank to King Ahasuerus, 
and he was great among the Jews and 
popular with the multitude of his 
brothers, for he sought the welfare of 
his people and spoke peace to all his 
people. 
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Job's Character and Wealth 

There was a man in the land of Uz whose 

name was Job, and that man was blameless 
and upright, one who feared God and turned 
away from evil. 2 There were born to him seven 
sons and three daughters. 3 He possessed 7,000 
sheep, 3,000 camels, 500 yoke of oxen, and 500 
female donkeys, and very many servants, so 
that this man was the greatest of all the people 
of the east. 4His sons used to go and hold a 
feast in the house of each one on his day, and 
they would send and invite their three sisters to 
eat and drink with them. 5 And when the days 
of the feast had run their course, Job would 
send and consecrate them, and he would rise 
early in the morning and offer burnt offerings 
according to the number of them all. For Job 
said, “It may be that my children have sinned, 
and cursed! God in their hearts.” Thus Job did 
continually. 


Satan Allowed to Test Job 

®Now there was a day when the sons of God 
came to present themselves before the Lorp, 
and Satan? also came among them. 7The Lorp 
said to Satan, “From where have you come?” 
Satan answered the Lorp and said, “From go- 
ing to and fro on the earth, and from walk- 
ing up and down on it.” And the Lorp said 
to Satan, “Have you considered my servant 
Job, that there is none like him on the earth, a 
blameless and upright man, who fears God and 
turns away from evil?” 9 Then Satan answered

stretch out your hand and touch all that he has, 
and he will curse you to your face.” !2 And the 
Lorp said to Satan, “Behold, all that he has is in 
your hand. Only against him do not stretch out 
your hand.” So Satan went out from the pres- 
ence of the Lorp. 


Satan Takes Job’s Property and Children 

13 Now there was a day when his sons and 
daughters were eating and drinking wine in 
their oldest brother’s house, '4and there came 
a messenger to Job and said, “The oxen were 
plowing and the donkeys feeding beside them, 
'S and the Sabeans fell upon them and took 
them and struck down the servants’ with the 
edge of the sword, and I alone have escaped to 
tell you.” 16While he was yet speaking, there 
came another and said, “The fire of God fell 
from heaven and burned up the sheep and the 
servants and consumed them, and I alone have 
escaped to tell you.” !7 While he was yet speak- 
ing, there came another and said, “The Chal- 
deans formed three groups and made a raid on 
the camels and took them and struck down the 
servants with the edge of the sword, and I alone 
have escaped to tell you.” '8 While he was yet 
speaking, there came another and said, “Your 
sons and daughters were eating and drinking

shaved his head and fell on the ground and 
worshiped. 2! And he said, “Naked I came from 
my mother’s womb, and naked shall I return. 
The Lorp gave, and the Lorp has taken away; 
blessed be the name of the Lorp.” 

22Jn all this Job did not sin or charge God 
with wrong. 


Satan Attacks Job’s Health 

Again there was a day when the sons of 

God came to present themselves before 
the Lorp, and Satan also came among them 
to present himself before the Lorp. 2? And the 
Lorp said to Satan, “From where have you 
come?” Satan answered the Lorp and said, 
“From going to and fro on the earth, and from 
walking up and down on it.” 3 And the Lorp 
said to Satan, “Have you considered my servant 
Job, that there is none like him on the earth, 
a blameless and upright man, who fears God 
and turns away from evil? He still holds fast his 
integrity, although you incited me against him 
to destroy him without reason.” 4Then Satan 
answered the Lorp and said, “Skin for skin! 
All that a man has he will give for his life. 5 But 
stretch out your hand and touch his bone and 
his flesh, and he will curse you to your face.” 
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6Andthe Lorn said to Satan, “Behold, he is in 
your hand; only spare his life.” 

7So Satan went out from the presence of the 
Lorp and struck Job with loathsome sores from 
the sole of his foot to the crown of his head. 
8 And he took a piece of broken pottery with 
which to scrape himself while he sat in the 
ashes. 

9Then his wife said to him, “Do you still hold 
fast your integrity? Curse God and die” !0But 
he said to her, “You speak as one of the fool- 
ish women would speak. Shall we receive good 
from God, and shall we not receive evil?”! In all 
this Job did not sin with his lips. 


Job’s Three Friends 

1 Now when Job’s three friends heard of all 
this evil that had come upon him, they came 
each from his own place, Eliphaz the Temanite, 
Bildad the Shuhite, and Zophar the Naama- 
thite. They made an appointment together to 
come to show him sympathy and comfort him. 
12 And when they saw him from a distance, they 
did not recognize him. And they raised their 
voices and wept, and they tore their robes and 
sprinkled dust on their heads toward heaven. 
13 And they sat with him on the ground seven 
days and seven nights, and no one spoke a word 
to him, for they saw that his suffering was very 
great. 


Job Laments His Birth 
After this Job opened his mouth and cursed 
the day of his birth. 2And Job said: 


3 “Let the day perish on which I was born, 
and the night that said, 
“A man is conceived. 

4 Let that day be darkness! 


1 Or disaster; also verse 11 
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May God above not seek it, 
nor light shine upon it. 
5 Let gloom and deep darkness claim it. 
Let clouds dwell upon it; 
let the blackness of the day terrify it. 
6 That night—let thick darkness seize it! 
Let it not rejoice among the days of the 
year; 
let it not come into the number of the 
months. 
7 Behold, let that night be barren; 
let no joyful cry enter it. 
8 Let those curse it who curse the day, 
who are ready to rouse up Leviathan. 
9 Let the stars of its dawn be dark; 
let it hope for light, but have none, 
nor see the eyelids of the morning, 
10 because it did not shut the doors of my 
mother’s womb, 
nor hide trouble from my eyes. 


11 “Why did I not die at birth, 
come out from the womb and expire? 
2 Why did the knees receive me? 
Or why the breasts, that I should nurse? 
13, For then I would have lain down and been 
quiet; 
I would have slept; then I would have 
been at rest, 
14 with kings and counselors of the earth 
who rebuilt ruins for themselves, 
15 or with princes who had gold, 
who filled their houses with silver. 
16 Or why was I not as a hidden stillborn 
child, 
as infants who never see the light? 
17 There the wicked cease from troubling, 
and there the weary are at rest. 
18 There the prisoners are at ease together; 
they hear not the voice of the taskmaster. 
19 The small and the great are there, 
and the slave is free from his master. 


20 “Why is light given to him who is in misery, 
and life to the bitter in soul, 
21 who long for death, but it comes not, 
and dig for it more than for hidden 
treasures, 
22 who rejoice exceedingly 
and are glad when they find the grave? 
3 Why is light given to a man whose way is 
hidden, 
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whom God has hedged in? 
24 For my sighing comes instead of? my

25 For the thing that I fear comes upon me, 
and what I dread befalls me.

Then Eliphaz the Temanite answered and 
said:

3 Behold, you have instructed many, 
and you have strengthened the weak 
hands. 
4 Your wordshave upheld him who was 
stumbling, 
and you have made firm the feeble knees.

He let loose on them his burning anger, 
wrath, indignation, and distress, 
a company of destroying angels. 
He made a path for his anger; 
he did not spare them from death, 
but gave their lives over to the plague. 
He struck down every firstborn in Egypt, 
the firstfruits of their strength in the 
tents of Ham. 
Then he led out his peoplelike sheep 
and guided them in the wilderness like a 
flock. 
He led them in safety, so that they were not 
afraid,

Man Cannot Know God’s Ways 

14There is a vanity that takes place on earth, 
that there are righteous people to whom it hap- 
pens according to the deeds of the wicked, and 
there are wicked people to whom it happens 
according to the deeds of the righteous. I said 
that this also is vanity. 15 And I commend joy, 
for man has nothing better under the sun but to 
eat and drink and be joyful, for this will go with 
him in his toil through the days of his life that 
God has given him under the sun. 

16When I applied my heart to know wisdom, 
and to see the business that is done on earth, 
how neither day nor night do one’s eyes see 
sleep, !”then I saw all the work of God, that man 
cannot find out the work that is done under the 
sun. However much man may toil in seeking, 
he will not find it out. Even though a wise man 
claims to know, he cannot find it out. 


Death Comes to All 

But all this I laid to heart, examining it all, 

how the righteous and the wise and their 
deeds are in the hand of God. Whether it is love 
or hate, man does not know; both are before 
him. 2It is the same for all, since the same event 
happens to the righteous and the wicked, to the 
good and the evil,’ to the clean and the unclean, 
to him who sacrifices and him who does not 
sacrifice. As the good one is, so is the sinner,

2 And he sent Eliakim, who was over the house- 
hold, and Shebna the secretary, and the senior 
priests, covered with sackcloth, to the prophet 
Isaiah the son of Amoz. 3They said to him, “Thus 
says Hezekiah, ‘This day is a day of distress, of re- 
buke, and of disgrace; children have come to the 
point of birth, and there is no strength to bring 
them forth. 4It may be that the Lorp your God 
will hear the words of the Rabshakeh, whom his 
master the king of Assyria has sent to mock the 
living God, and will rebuke the words that the 
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Lorp your God has heard; therefore lift up your 
prayer for the remnant that is left?” 

5 When the servants of King Hezekiah came 
to Isaiah, 6 Isaiah said to them, “Say to your 
master, ‘Thus says the Lorp: Do not be afraid 
because of the words that you have heard, with 
which the young men of the king of Assyria 
have reviled me. 7 Behold, I will put a spirit in 
him, so that he shall hear a rumor and return 
to his own land, and I will make him fall by the 
sword in his own land:” 

8 The Rabshakeh returned, and found the 
king of Assyria fighting against Libnah, for he 
had heard that theking had left Lachish. 9Now 
the king heard concerning Tirhakah king of 
Cush,’ “He has set out to fight against you.” 
And when he heard it, he sent messengers to 
Hezekiah, saying, }°“Thus shall you speak to 
Hezekiah king of Judah: ‘Do not let your God 
in whom you trust deceive you by promising 
that Jerusalem will not be given into the hand 
of the king of Assyria. !!

Hezekiah’s Prayer for Deliverance 

14 Hezekiah received theletter from the hand

Lorp: !6“O Lorp of hosts, God of Israel, en- 
throned above the cherubim, you are the God, 
you alone, of all the kingdoms of the earth; 
you have made heaven and earth. !7 Incline 
your ear, O Lorn, and hear; open your eyes, O 
Lorp, and see; and hear all the words of Sen- 
nacherib, which he has sent to mock the living 
God. !8 Truly, O Lorp, the kings of Assyria have 
laid waste all the nations and their lands, !9and 
have cast their gods into the fire.

Sennacherib's Fall 

21 Then Isaiah the son of Amoz sent to Hez- 
ekiah, saying, “Thus says the Lorp, the God 
of Israel: Because you have prayed to me con- 
cerning Sennacherib king of Assyria, 22 this is 
the word that the Lorp has spoken concerning 
him: 


““She despises you, she scorns you— 
the virgin daughter of Zion; 
she wags her head behind you— 
the daughter of Jerusalem. 


23“*Whom have you mocked and reviled? 
Against whom have you raised your 
voice 
and lifted your eyes to the heights? 
Against the Holy One of Israel! 
24 By your servants you have mocked the 
Lord, 
and you have said, With my many 
chariots 
I have gone up the heights of the 
mountains, 
to the far recesses of Lebanon, 
to cut down its tallest cedars, 
its choicest cypresses, 
to come to its remotest height, 
its most fruitful forest.

recover.”! 2Then Hezekiah turned his face to the 
wall and prayed to the Lorn, 3and said, “Please, 
O Lorp, remember how I have walked before 
you in faithfulness and with a whole heart, and 
have done whatis good in your sight.” And Hez- 
ekiah wept bitterly. 

4Then the word of the Lorp came to Isaiah: 
5“Go and say to Hezekiah, Thus says the Lorn, 
the God of David your father: I have heard your 
prayer; I haveseen your tears. Behold, I will add 
fifteen years to your life.2 >I will deliver youand 
this city out of the hand of the king of Assyria, 
and will defend this city. 

7“This shall be the sign to you from the 
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Lorp, that the Lorp will do this thing that he 
has promised: * Behold, I will make the shadow 
cast by the declining sun on the dial of Ahaz 
turn back ten steps.” So the sun turned back on 
the dial the ten steps by which it had declined.’
